"Mr. Mackenzie succeeded 
to the Government so late in the year 
1873 that it was physically impossible 
to "turn the first sod" that 
year, s^^ecially as only some 
preliminary work had been done 
on the surveys. At the very first ses- 
sion of Parliament he came forward 
with a well-defiued scheme for even- 
ttiallj completing tho road. Itwaanot 
a. reckless plan ^Yllich would destroy 
public confidence in its feasibility on 
account of the great or unknown ex- 
pense. Moderate men, including th^ 
leading representatives from Oolumbia 
—whose policy has always been to 
Rapport any party that will build the 
railroad — approved of the Bchomo as 
an honest attempt to carry out in spir- 
it the bargain which had been already 
Inoken in the letter. Had the Jklinis- 
ier of Public Works gone on with the 
work of construction, without a for- 
mal arrangement for extension of time 
having been attempted with the Pro- 
vincial Goverameut', there is reason to 
think that no clamor would hiivo 
arisen. But the Opjjosition rumor 
that the Canadian Mimstry aouglit to 
be rid of its ol)ligatioii altogether 
alarmed some of the CJolunibians. .\h 
a jnatter of fact, tiicre is no class in 
Canada who desire* the fibandtinment 
of the iindei'taking.

Wbo Invented Sausages? 

'■bo£'," f., i^' HEY-WOOg^^] \ 

A correspondent asks us this question: 
"Who was tho inventor of sausagou ?" 
Wo answered: 'It was unknown'.'^: Julius 
Ctti tftr. ol&ilf^tid to' b'6' tb^, Iny^iitor; brit 
historians and commentators' li'ave uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt in tho luiiuls of tho best infornicu 
writers on tho fubjcct biit that tho Ger 
mans wero the inventors of the sauiiage, 
and that Ciusar iu his wars against tlse 
stubborn German tribes bccamo acquaint- 
ed with tbeir way of making tbo sausage. 
On bis return to Rome, after croa.sing the 
Kiibicon, ho tried to induce the inhabit- 
auts of tbo Imperial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, but the Komans wore rich, 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lands which tlioy bad conquered and 
they rejected tho sausage. On tho morn- 
ing of tho day of his death at tho hands 
of the conspirators, Cmsar sadly informed 
his wife that Imperial lloma was 'totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall^t^as 'USistened 
by its rejection of sousagea. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact — one quoted 
by tho great historian Simanidos, and 
Gibbons, and Niobiihr — that no nation 
has boen great as a military power, in 
modoru times, -whiob did not make sau- 
sages one of its prime articles of diet. 
Tlio recent war between Germany and 
Franco proves this. Seventy five years 
ago tho French wero intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe. But-, 
liSo the It.imans, they took to iu.xnrous 
living, and tho downfall of la hcUe FranCf 
followed. 

The Germans have always been a war- 
like nation. They hove al« ays been eat- 
ers of .sausage. The greatest general of 
modern liinea, Moltke, dines upon saus- 
age three tiuips a da^-, lie says that no 
man who is not u lover of siiinagcs can 
ever make u groat general. Some yearn 
ago ho -«'U3 called upon while at breakfast 
byoyoune* offlcor. He' was eating his 
usnal mealot VwarstfMid..pump^ti^ckol," 
and asked tbe young oiScor to join him. 
Tho offer was declined on the ground that 
ho cover could eat sausages. ",Sir," said 
tho great general, looking at the officer 
witli flaahing eyes, "the lu.'rn who cannot 
eat sausages need' ncvor o.xiu!ut jiroiao- 
tion from me." Tho young olFlcer at once 
applied himself so aesidnously to the cul- 
tivation of a tasto for sausages that in tbe 
late war ho had risen to bo General "Von 
Moltke'fl chief of atail. A distaste for sau- 
sages led to the dismissi^l of a wooer of 
the General's daughter. She afterwards 
married a manufacturer of sausages with 
her father's approbation, and she is now 
the hapjiy mother of eight healthy sau 
sngo cuting children. Wore anyone to 
say in General Von Moltke's pfesflnce 
that sausages wero made out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yot he ht^s never accounted 
for tho decadence in tho number of dogs 
in Germany since sausages beeamo the 
national food, as froga are that of the 
Frenoh, potfttqes and herrings of tbe Ir- 
ish, beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes and tobaeoo of Am- 
ericans, and Heywood's Pork Sausage of 
British Columbians. '
